To  the  Chairman  and  Me mb ers  of  the  Amble  Urban  District  Council 
Vital  Statistics  The  return  of  the  General  Register  Office  shows  that  the 
population  of  the  town  in  '1971  was  4,770  persons.  This  number  is  marginally 
higher  than  that  given  in  the  Preliminary  Report  of  the  1971  Census 
published  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  population  of  the  town  is  just  below 
what  it  was  fifty  years  ago  - at  the  1921  Census  it  was  4,840  persons.  This 
number  fell  to  4,171  persons  at  the  1931  Census  but  at  the  1961  Census  had 
recovered  to  4,900  persons.  During  the  1960’s  there  was  always  a 
considerable  excess  of  births  over  deaths  and  in  some  years  the  number  of 
births  was  nearly  double  the  number  of  deaths.  In  spite  of  this  there  has 
been  a fall  in  total  population. 

In  1971  there  were  83  births  compared  with  80  in  1970.  In  these  two 
years  there  has  been  a fall  in  the  number  of  births  in  comparison  to  the 
decade  of  the  1960’s.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  17*4  per  thousand  population 
and  the  adjusted  rate  was  17*9  per  thousand.  These  rates  are  just  above 
that  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  l6  per  thousand. 

There  were  67  deaths  and  the  crude  death  rate  was  l4„0  per  thousand 
compared  with  11.6  per  thousand  in  England  and  Wales.  Three  quarters  of  the 
deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  65  and  over  and  two  fifths  occurred  in 
persons  aged  75  years  and  over.  There  were  only  three  deaths  in  persons 
aged  under  55  years.  One  of  these  was  an  infant  death  under  one  year  and 
the  infant  death  rate  was  12  per  thousand  live  births  compared  with  l8  per 
thousand  in  England  and  Wales.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  infant 
death  rate  is  below  the  national  rate.  This  rate  is  an  indicat6r  of  the 
health  of  the  community  and  of  the  medical  services  available  and  has  not 
been  adversely  affected  by  the  comparatively  high  level  of  unemployment. 
Similarly  the  number  of  stillbirths  is  low  and  the  stillbirth  rate  has 
been  below  or  no  higher  than  the  national  rate  for  the  past  five  years. 
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Infectious  Diseases  The  number  of  notified  infectious  diseases  was  low 
during  the  year.  There  was  only  one  case  of  infective  hepatitis  and  this 
was  an  isolated  incident  in  a temporary  resident  and  was  not  connected  with 
the  sizeable  outbreak  that  occurred  in  the  community  in  1970. 

There  were  eleven  cases  of  measles  in  January  which  constituted  the 
tail-end  of  an  outbreak  which  started  in  November  1970.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  recent  availability  of  measles  vaccination  will  prevent  future 
epidemics  that  have  been  regular  occurrences  in  the  past.  The  illness 
causes  much  misery  and  a small  proportion  of  cases  have  serious 
complications.  Vaccination  has  proved  its  effectiveness  and  nearly  all 
cases  which  occur  now  have  no  history  of  being  vaccinated. 

The  source  of  an  isolated  case  of  infection  by  a food  poisoning 
organism  could  not  be  identified.  The  patient  worked  in  a bacteriological 
laboratory  where  it  is  possible  that  she  became  infected. 

No  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  for  the  second  year  running. 
This  is  a satisfactory  state  of  affairs  and  the  fact  that  the  ten  year 
average  has  been  less  than  one  case  annually  gives  ground  for  hope  that  the 
reservoir  of  infection  in  the  community  has  been  almost  eliminated. 
Immunisation  The  table  on  page  6 shows  that  acceptance  of  various  forms  of 
immunisation  for  infants  remains  at  a satisfactory  level.  Few  children  are 
not  routinely  immunised  against  diphtheria,  whopping  cough,  tetanus,  and 
poliomyelitis  - measles  vaccination  is  gaining  in  acceptability  and  in 
districts  where  this  is  high  there  is  found  to  be  a low  incidence  of  the 
illness.  Nearly  all  recent  cases  of  measles  are  found  to  have  occurred 
among  unimmunised  children. 

There  was  an  increased  demand  for  rubella  vaccination  for  adolescent 
girls  compared  with  the  number  vaccinated  in  1970. 
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During  1971  the  Department  of  Health  advised  that  smallpox  vaccination 
should  no  longer  be  made  a routine  vaccination  of  infancy.  This  procedure 
had  been  compulsory  between  1853  and  19^8  but  thereafter  recommended  only. 
Worldwide  smallpox  eradication  schemes  have  reduced  the  number  of  endemic 
countries  to  less  than  ten.  The  risk  of  importation  is  now  low,  the 
disease  can  be  well  controlled  by  isolation,  and  vaccination  itself  carries 
a small  mortality.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1971. 

The  report  is  mainly  statistical  with  occasional  comments. 

The  health  conditions  of  the  district  remain  good,  there  being 
no  major  serious  problems  affecting  the  health  of  the  population. 

There  are  still  a number  of  houses  lacking  amenities  which 
could  be  improved,  and  it  is  disappointing  to  note  that  the  number 
of  grant  applications  has  not  increased.  The  introduction  of  higher 
grants  under  the  Housing  Act  1971  may  create  a bigger  demand. 

The  report  shows  that  88  houses  were  provided  by  the  local 
authority.  These  were  for  a special  need,  (the  rehousing  of  the 
Radcliffe  community  and  nominated  Coal  Board  tenants).  No  houses 
were  provided  for  the  normal  growth  of  the"  Arable  population. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and  members  of  the 
otaff  for  their  support.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  two  private  slaughterhouses 
were  licensed  under  the  Act.  In  July  one  slaughterhouse  ceased 
to  be  used  as  a slaughterhouse  and  the  licence  revoked  on 
application  by  the  owners. 

No  aminals  were  slaughtered  in  the  other  slaughterhouse. 

Up  to  July  47  visits  were  made  and  659  animals  inspected.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Household  refuse  continued  to  be  lifted  once  per  wook  from  all 
properties  and  twice  per  week  from  trade  promises.  There  is  no 
charge  for  collection  of  trade  refuse.  The  vehicle  used  is  a 
Paxit.  All  kinds  of  refuse  is  lifted  and  special  visits  are 
sometimes  necessary  to  lift  larger  quantities.  This  is  done  in  an 
effort  to  prevent  people  dumping  their  refuse  on  odd  pieces  of 
land. 

Tipping  commenced  on  a new  site  within  the  opencast  workings  at 
Newburgh.  Later  in  the  year  the  site  was  changed  to  another  area. 


CIVIC  AMENTITIES  ACT 

Facilities  are  given  to  ratepayers  free  of  charge  to  dispose  of 
unwanted  articles  and  materials  - a charge  is  made  for  non-ratepayers. 
In  some  instances  a charge  is  made  when  the  work  of  disposal  is 
carried  out  by  the  Council. 

Rodent  Control  - Disinfestation 

The  former  Braids  tip  was  reclaimed,  work  starting  in  January, 
and  for  a period  migration  to  the  Town  area  was  experienced. 

Properties,  domestic,  commercial  and  industrial  continued  to 
be  treated  for  rats  and  mice  free  of  charge,  and  trykll  2^0 
treatments  were  carried  out. 

No  evidence  of  infestation  was  encountered  on  sewer  inspection. 

Treatment  for  cockroaches  and  other  insects  were  carried  out 
at  a number  of  properties,  all  of  them  being  domestic  premises. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  combined  scheme  for  Amble  and  Warkworth  is  progressing. 

The  existing  system  continued  to  work  satisfactorily. 

SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT  1964 

There  are  2 scrap  metal  dealers  registered  with  the  local 
authority.  None  of  the  dealers  have  scrap  yards  within  the 
district. 

AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  & WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT  1956 

There  are  l6  agricultural  holdings  in  the  district  and  all 
conform  to  the  standards  required. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


All  premises  within  the  district  are  on  mains  water  supply. 

The  Newcastle  & Gateshead  Water  Co.  are  the  suppliers,  and  12  samples, 
taken  monthly,  have  proved  satisfactory. 

CARAVAN  SITES  ACT  1960/68 

The  Council-owned  caravan  site  on  the  Links  was  further  developed 
according  to  the  accented  plan  and  Planning  Consent  conditions. 

The  standards  maintained  are  in  the  main  higher  than  those  laid  down 
in  the  Act. 


CLEM  AIR  ACT  1956 
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No  orders  are  in  force  in  the  district  and  no  complaints  were 
received  regarding  smoke  nuisance  or  darm  smoke  emission.

Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons  clothing 
and  other  articles  are  carried  out  when  required  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector.
